Money Flow Viewed 


How 
much 
money— 
currency and coins— is in 
circulation in Collin County0 
Is there less than there 
should be for the economy to 
be operating in normal 
fashion? 
The supply and the flow of 
money have been the subject 
of studies and conferences 
that have been going on in 
Washington for months. 
Varying views have been 
voiced by the President, by 
Congress, by the Federal 
Reserve Board and others. 
Almost all of them agree 
that the amount of currency 
in circulation has to be exp- 
panded to turn the recession 
around. The only questions 
have been—by how much 
and by what method0 
While that controversy has 
been going on, the U S. Mint 
has been busily engaged in 
alleviating the shortage of 
coins 
which 
has 
been 
troubling shopkeepers and 
others for several years. 
In the past fiscal year, it 
reports, its plants have been 


going full blast, turning out 
no less than 11.6 billion (yes, 
billion) coins of all sizes, far 
in excess of the previous 
record of 9.7 billion. 
Collin County's share of 
that output, based upon 
equal 
distribution, 
is 
4,082,000 coins, or about 54 
per local resident. 
It consists of one half- 
dollar coin, three quarters, 
five dimes, four nickels and 
42 pennies per capita. There 
is also a new one-dollar piece 
in circulation for every three 
persons. 
The face value of the 11.6 
billion coins is listed at $541 
million Because silver is no 
longer 
used 
in 
their 
manufacture, there was a 
vast difference, almost 94 
percent, between their face 
value 
and the 
cost 
of 
producing them. It netted 
the Government a handsome 
profit, about $510 million. 
Nationally, the face value 
of all coins in circulation is 
over $8.3 billion, according 
to the Mint’s figures. 


Collin County’s portion of 
this, based upon uniform 
distribution, is $2,986,000. 
As for the total amount of 
currency of all kinds in 
circulation in the United 
States, it is close to $69 
billion.

. DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, When I talk to the parents of 
my students, can I just be myself rather than always trying 
to act the role of the teacher? 
DEAR READER, Certainly, you can be yourself when 
talking to parents. Moreover, it is usually better that you 
are. 
Being “yourself” has some important implications. If 
being yourself means saying the first thing that comes to 
mind without considering the consequences or impact on 
your listener, then this type of impulsive behavior may 
prove harmful. It may result in much less from the parent to 
whom you are talking than you are expecting. 
If on the other hand, being “yourself” results from your 
own awareness’ of what is helpful and of what is hurtful both 
to children and to parents, then such spontaneity is highly 
desirable as well as personally fulfilling. 
Few people enjoy acting all of the time. Most would prefer 
to be themselves as much as possible. Often, however, we 
claim to be “real” when in fact we use this facade to deliver 
harmful lectures and cutting rebukes without the sense of 
guilt that usually results from such abuse. 
Be “real” through the way in which you represent the 
competence that you have worked many years to attain and 
to refine. Utilize all of the skills at your disposal and invest 
some time in further personal and professional develop­ 
ment. Move yourself toward that point, more and more, at 
which what you do is a spontaneous representation of who 
you are. 
Face-to-face with parents, then, you are who you appear to 
be, and you reflect that which is really you. The more skilled 
you become, the less obvious your attempts are. Your “real­ 
ness” is you, and the need to act is replaced and un­ 
necessary. 
Helpfulness, then, is spontaneous. Warmth, caring, 
responding, cultivating, explaining, and teaching are an 
outgrowth of your very nature rather than attributes im­ 
posed upon you from without. Those “acts” that you used to 
perform are no longer acts, but rather your standard and 
usual way of interacting be it in the classroom or with 
parents in conference.

Instead of using a scalpel 
this day, the surgeon aim s 
what looks like a skinny 
flashlight at the anesthetized

tonsils. 
The in stru m e n t in his 
gloved hand is hooked up to a 
m achine that looks like an 
autom atic w asher with a 
huge upside down L-shaped 
“ m anipulator a rm ’’ stuck in 
its top. 
In a sp lit second th e 
su rg eo n , w orking a foot 
pedal, turns the “ flashlight’ 
on and off. The diseased 
t o n s i l s 
d i s a p p e a r . 
Vaporized. T here is no blee­ 
ding. 
The surgeon knows from 
e x p e rie n c e 
using 
th is 
re la tiv e ly 
new 
su rg ic a l 
instrum ent that healing will 
be less painful than that 
after conventional surgery. 
The instrum ent is a laser, 
delivering a high intensity 
infrared light to a precisely- 
focused sp o t, v ap o rizin g 
tissue and-or bone. It can be 
aim ed with such precision 
that 
there 
is 
very 
little 
chance of dam age to ad ­ 
jacent tissue and bone. 
The scene isn’t from the 
year 2001 but it is relatively 
uncom mon in surgical suites 
of the world. However, it 
isn’t rare. 
The 
in s tru m e n t, 
th e 
S h arp lan C arb o n D ioxide 
Laser, w as developed by Dr. 
Isa a c K a p la n , a p la stic 
surgeon, and Uzi Sharon, an 
engineer, in Israel. Kaplan 
talked about it at a laser 
co n fe re n c e 
la st 
w eek 
sponsored by the New York 
Academy of Sciences. 
Kaplan has used the laser 
in 300 operations since 1972. 
It has been used in hundreds 
of 
a d d itio n a l 
su rg ic a l 
procedures in 12 hospitals in 
the U nited States, Canada, 
Europe and Israel. 
In M unster, G erm any, a 
surgeon uses the laser in 
heart surgery. In Texas, it is 
used in plastic, orthopedic, 
general and gynecological 
operations at two hospitals. 
K aplan, head of the Dept. 
of 
P la s tic 
S u rg e ry 
at 
Beilinson Hospital and Tel 
Aviv M edical School, said 
the la ser brings a g reater 
p re c isio n 
to 
s u rg e ry —a 
p re c isio n 
not 
alw a y s 
possible w ith a scalpel and 
the bleeding it causes at the 
o p e ra tio n site . O p eratin g 
tim e often is shorter due to 
the d ec rease or absence of 
bleeding. H ealing is faster. 
The depth of the incision is 
controllable by varying the 
tim e a t each point along a 
line or by repeating the 
c u ttin g 
m o tio n 
se v e ra l 
tim es. 
K aplan said that should 
cuts be m ad e across sm all 
blood vessels, bleeding is 
m inim ized. The cut ends a re 
e s s e n tia lly w elded sh u t. 
Cutting across larger vessels 
is facilitated by clam ping 
the vessel and cutting with 
the la se r close to the clam p. 
An experienced surgeon 
can get th e feel of the laser

K aplan. It costs $47,000.

leases. 
“ I 
m aintain 
that 
the 
government and the con­ 
sumer are getting a good 
return from depletion,” he 
says. “By comparison, the 
federal government cost the 
taxpayers of the nation $300 
billion last year and what did 
thev Pet in return^ Frankly 


it was darn little in many 
instances. 
“Senator Hollings is right 
in saying there has been a 
‘ripoff,’ but he is confused as 
to whom is the ‘rip-ee’ and 
whom is the ‘rip-or’.” 
W aidelich 
says 
most 
politicians were “ simply 
saueezine the trigger on 


behalf of their constituents.” 
Congress 
passed a tax 
rebate bill last month that 
removed 
the 
depletion 
allowance 
for 
m ajor 
producers but allowed it to 
continue for independent 
operators. 
“The building of a positive 
image is absolutely essential 


to us if we hope to muster the 
backing of elected represen­ 
tatives. The widely held 
beliefs of the people are 
ultimately translated into 
legislative action and we 
cannot 
survive 
without 
greater grassroots support.” 
Otherwise, he says, the oil 
industry may go the way of 


the 
tightly 
regulated 
railroads. 
“The private enterprise 
story must be told more 
convincingly 
than 
ever 
before. This is not the time to 
reject a system that has 
worked in the past and ex­ 
periment with bureaucratic 
measures that have con­ 
sistently failed.”

found a confirmation of 
“skullduggery” in high 
profit reports last year. 
“Hie idea that profits are 
somehow 
immoral 
is 
becoming more widespread. 
This epidemic of economic 
naivety is a major threat — 
not 
only

companies but the entire 
private enterprise system,” 
Waidelich says. 
“ We can’t expect the 
public to appreciate all the 
costs involved in bringing in 
new oil and gas reserves or 
building 
refineries, 
but 
people must understand that 
punitive actions against the 
petroleum industry will 
magnify 
their 
own 
in­ 
convenience and hardship 
the next time we face an oil 
embargo. 
“Unless we resolve the 
energy 
problem , 
our 
economic growth will be 
stunted, our standard of 
living will suffer and the 
nation’s position as a world 
leader will deteriorate.” 
Unfortunately, 
he says, 
many of the programs now 
before Congress are coun­ 
terproductive. 
“ P ercentage 
depletion 
long has been depicted as a 
monster to be slain, but its 
demise, if it comes, won’t 
have the glorious ending that 
its opponents have in mind. 
No, their action will hurt the 
petroleum industry and the 
country. 
“Remember, rhetoric and 
regulations never found a 
barrel of oil. It takes dollars 
and sense to do that.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Rand McNally, the well 
known cartographer, has put 
together a bicentennial map 
collection that shows the 
roads to more than 2,800 
places of historical interest. 
Just reading about some of

America” route was enough 
to start my patriotic juices 
flowing.

All too often, historians 
have ignored or overlooked 
the part that laundry has 
played in the onward and

against washing dirty linen 
in public. W hatever the 
reason, it is well and good 
that this vital function is 
receiving 
bicentennial 
recognition. 
While I wouldn’t go so far 
as to say that 
sunshine 
bright laundry is what made 
this country great, it is fair 
to ask where America would 
be today had it been unable 
to conquer tattletale gray 
and ring around the collar. 
Not is there any word as to 
whether it includes the cap­ 
tured diary indicating that 
the U.S. invasion of Nazi 
Germany was accelerated 
when 
H itler 
becam e 
preoccupied 
with 
the 
logistics of keeping a change 
of underwear in his un­ 
derground bunker. 
It is patent, however, that 
no history 
of laundering 
would be complete without a 
tribute to Sam Corrugation, 
inventor of the washboard. 
Corrugation was one of the 
early 
frontiersm en 
who 
pushed westward across the 
Hudson to the outskirts of 
what is now Parsippany, 
N J. 
The story is told that he 
paused at the river’s edge to 
watch 
some 
Chinese 
m aidens scrubbing their 
kimonos on 
a rock out­ 
cropping. 
“Aha!” cried Corrugation. 
Or words of that effect. “The 
washday mobility of these 
m aidens

restricted by their depen­ 
dence on stationary rubbing 
implements.

Syrian Pocket Break 
With Sloppy Joe Filling 


I package active dry yeast 
I Tsp. salt 
I and one-third cup water (105 to 115 degrees) 
4 Tsp. sugar 
I Tbsp, salad oil 
3 to 34 cups Gold Medal flour 
(Do not use self rising flour in this recipe) 
Cornmeal 
Sloppy Joe Filling 
Dissolve yeast in warm water in bowl. Stir in salt, sugar, 
oil, and 14 cups of the flour. Beat until smooth. Mix in 
enough remaining flour to make dough easy to handle. Turn 
dough onto lightly floured board; knead until smooth and 
elastic, about IO minutes.

Favorite Finnish Roll Dough 


I cup sugar 
I teaspoon salt 
9 plump whole cardamon, pounded fine 
3 cups milk, scalded 
II ¥2 cups flour 
One-third yeast cake (2 ounce size) 


¥2 cup lukewarm water 
4 eggs 
4 cup butter, melted 
Place sugar, salt, cardamon, and milk in a large bowl. Add 
5 cups of the flour and beat with electric mixer until smooth. 
Add yeast which has been well dissolved in lukewarm water 
Beat well. Then add eggs, one at a time. Add remaining flour 
and knead well. Then add butter in 3 installments, kneading 
after each addition until it has disappeared (adding butter 
last is important). Then knead it until the dough leaves the 
hands. Let rise until double in bulk. Roll out as desired. The 
dough can be shaped into braids, coffee rings, or cinnamon 
rolls. Braids and coffee rings are excellent filled with prune 
filling. Put into pans and let rise for I hour. Eake at 375 
degrees F for 20 minutes. Glaze with a mixture of 4 cup 
sugar and ¥ 4 cup top milk or half and half. 


May Day—“ the day that spring comes to stay’’—was 
celebrated in the 17th century in New England by dancing 
around 10-foot tall Maypoles in village squares and on 
village greens. May Day observances were, of course, 
brought to the New World by the English settlers. It was in 
Tudor England that the kings’ subjects, high and low, went 
“amaying” to gather blossomed boughs in the forests. In 
fact, Henry VHI took his wife of the moment, Catherine of 
Aragon, on such an expedition. 
Well, today we can’t build tall maypoles, or take off for the 
woods to gather anything but wood for the fireplace, nor is 
there much to dance about, even on May Day. But we can 
enjoy the day with a delicious-tasting Maypole Cake, a 
lovely white vanilla cake liberally covered with a snowy 
vanilla frosting. The “pole” will be a spiral-striped lemon or 
peppermint candy stick, the ribbons, of fabric or plastic. 
So here is: 
Vanilla Maypole Cake 


24' cups sifted all-purpose flour 
24 teaspoons baking powder 


1 1 teaspoon salt 
One and two-thirds cups sugar 


1 cup shortening 
I tablespoon pure vanilla extract 
3 eggs 
I cup milk 
vSeven Minute Frosting 
I 7-inch stick of peppermint candy 
Streamers of ribbon, 
14 - inch wide 
Vanilla Animal Cookies 
Sift together flour, baking powder and salt; set aside. 
In a large bowl, cream sugar with shortening until fluffy. 
Blend in vanilla extract. Beat in eggs, one at a time. Add 
flour mixture alternately with milk. Beat batter 4 minute. 
Turn into 2 well-greased and lightly floured round 9-inch 
cake pans Bake at 375 degrees F. for 30 minutes or until 
done. 
Cool in pans for IO minutes. Turn out onto racks to finish 
cooling. 
Put layers together with 7 Minute Frosting and frost top 
and sides. 
Make a hole in center of cake the diameter of a candy stick 
and insert the candy. Loop streamers of ribbon over the 
“maypole” and attach ends to the cookies mounted in 
frosting and placed around the cake. Serves IO to 12. 
A nice idea for a May party. 
Jamaican Shrimp-Stuffed Pumpkin 


IO pound pumpkin 
2 pounds cut up large shrimp 
I pound butter 


> 2 pound flour 
I quart milk 
I pound onions, finely diced 
I teaspoon onion salt 
I teaspoon garlic salt 
I teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
I teaspoon black pepper 
Cut 6 serving portions from pumpkin and clean center. 
Boil for about IO minutes. Cool. Remove all but 4 - inch from 
pumpkin, leaving very thin shell. Boil shrimp in water in 
which pumpkin was boiled for about 5 minutes. Drain. Saute 


1 2 - pound onion with pound butter. Mix remaining onion with 
scraped-out section of pumpkin, shrimp and seasonings. 
Stuff into pumpkin shells. Mix remaining 4-pound melted 
butter with flour and add seasonings to taste. Add milk 
gradually until consistency is good but not too thick. When 
ready to serve, pour sauce over pumpkin, bake in 350-degree 
oven 15 minutes. Makes 6 servings. 


I pound ground lamb or ground turkey 
One-third cup chopped onion 
4 cup snipped parsley 


¥2 cup catsup 
3/4 Tsp. salt. 
Dash of pepper 
I Tsp. curry powder

A Northern Italian specialty, loved tor its rich, cheesy 
cornmeal flavor. Can also be served with tomato sauce and 
spicy sausages 
I cup cold water 
1 cup cornmeal 
2 cups boiling water 
I tsp. salt 
I cup shredded Cheddar cheese (about 4 ounces) 
Grease 4-cup ring mold or loaf pan, 9x5x3 inches. Mix I cup 
cold water and the cornmeal. Stir in 2 cups boiling water and 
the salt: heat to boiling, stirring constantly. Reduce heat; 
cover and cook over low heat IO minutes, stirring oc­ 
casionally, until thick and bubbly. Stir in cheese until 
melted. Pour into ring mold. 
Let stand at room temperature 25 to 30 minutes or until 
set. Loosen side and unmold on serving plate. Cut Polenta 
into 4 inch slices; serve with creamed turkey. 
Note: To serve leftover Polenta, brush slices with melted 
butter or margarine. Broil 2-3 minutes or until golden brown. 


Mexican Fiesta Casserole 


I pound ground beef 
I cup dairy sour cream 
Two-thirds cup mayonnaise or salad dressing 
1 cup shredded Cheddar cheese (about 4 ounces) 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 
2 cups Bisquick baking mix 
4 cup cold water 
2 to 3 medium tomatoes, thinly sliced 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
Heat oven to 375 degrees. Grease oblong pan, 13x9x2 in­ 
ches. Cook and stir ground beef until brown; drain and set 
meat aside.

*2 cup toasted peanuts, finely chopped 
Melt butter in a skillet; add sugar and stir constantly until 
sugar is melted and light brown in color. Add almonds, 
stirring constantly, and cook about 2 minutes longer, or until 
almonds are light brown. 
Pour mixture on a large buttered cookie sheet and allow to 
cool. When it has almost hardened, loosen edges and turn the 
whole slab of candy over. 
Melt chocolate and coat surface of candy. Sprinkle with 
peanuts and allow to harden.

H.P. — The correct laundry procedure for 
such curtains is to HAND WASH. Gently dip curtains up 
and down in warm water and MILD soap suds. Rinse in 
clear warm water, squeeze water out gently, rehang while 
damp and smooth hems with the hands. Always launder 
such curtains alone. 
A company that makes such fabric says that such a gray 
look is often caused from heating outlets or cigarette and 
cigar smoke. A sodium perborate bleach, commonly known 
as a safety bleach, can be used if the directions are careful­ 
ly followed. Never use a chlorine-type bleach which might 
cause eventual color loss or affect the finish of the fabric.
